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Damning report into council department by Ofsted 

FAILINGS OVER 
CHILD SERVICES

DUDLEY Council’s children’s 
services department has 
been branded ‘inadequate’ in 
a damning report by Ofsted 
inspectors. 

The report, released this week, says 
the service, which includes adoption, 
fostering and child protection servic¬ 
es, and the local safeguarding chil¬ 
dren’s board - is failing the borough’s 
youngsters. 

This follows an inspection by the watchdog in 
January and February. A Government commis¬ 
sioner will be brought in to help run the depart¬ 
ment for the next three months. 

Council chief executive Sarah Norman admit¬ 
ted the report highlighted ‘serious and wide¬ 
spread failures in services provided to children 
and young people in Dudley’. 

Ukip group leader Paul Brothwood blasted 
the ‘systemic failures’ at the heart of children’s 
services. He said: “Time and time again my 
group have raised their concerns about chil¬ 
dren’s services across the borough. 

Widespread 

“For our borough to move forward the con¬ 
trolling Labour group must be held to account 
for these long systemic failures. On nearly 
every level the council has come out as inad¬ 
equate. These failures are long-standing and 
show serious widespread faults.” 

In a 2011 inspection, Dudley’s children’s ser¬ 
vices was rated as ‘adequate’ overall. However, 
bosses had recognised recent failings in the sys¬ 
tem after the council’s own assessment of the 
service flagged up long-standing issues. 

An improvement board was set up in Septem¬ 
ber and chiefs said the authority has moved to 
make things better. 

“While the report acknowledges these efforts, 
it also confirms it will take time to see the ben¬ 
efits of the work. 

Sarah Norman said: “We fully accept Ofst- 
ed’s findings and the inspection has confirmed 
our own self-assessment of the services and we 
will continue at pace to rectify the issues. 

“We have acted quickly over the last 12 
months to drive forward these changes and we 
are pleased the report confirms ‘strong leader¬ 
ship’ is now in place. 

“Nevertheless, overall, Ofsted concluded 
there are serious and widespread failures in 
services provided to children and young people 
in Dudley. 

“We have already appointed Liz Murphy as 
the new chairperson of the Local Safeguarding 
Children’s Board.”

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School could make way for homes 


AN historic former school and council building 
could be demolished to make way for homes - to 
the anger of heritage groups desperate to save it. 

If plans are passed, the Claughton Centre 
in Dudley, formerly the Sir Gilbert Claughton 
School, will be flattened and the land made avail¬ 
able for a housing development. 

The school closed in 1990 and was taken over by 
Dudley Council which renamed it the Claughton 
Centre and used it as offices. 

Developers see the site, in Blower’s Green Road, 
as an opportunity to get rid of disused buildings 
and create much-needed homes but heritage 
groups have objected, saying it will result in a im¬ 


portant building being wiped out. Save Britain’s 
Heritage and The Victorian Society have both 
raised concerns with Dudley Council. 

Around 56 homes would be built on the site, 
which falls within a regeneration corridor where 
council bosses are keen to see disused employment 
sites redeveloped for housing. 

An outline application has been recommended 
for approval by Dudley Council officers with coun¬ 
cillors expected to make a final decision this week. 

But the groups remain hopeful the building 
can be saved. In its letter of objection, Save Brit¬ 
ain’s Heritage said: “The Claughton Centre is a 
1904 Edwardian school building of architectural 


merit, built to designs of Barrowcliff and Allcock, 
a Loughborough firm with several listed buildings 
to their name. 

“It is built of red brick with buff terracotta de¬ 
tailing, in the Jacobean style, and is an attractive 
building worthy of retention and re-use.” 

The Victorian Society said: “We are not per¬ 
suaded by the argument that the building cannot 
be adapted for another use which may include 
residential. We consider that the building forms 
an important part of the townscape on a major 
approach road to Dudley town centre. 

“We strongly object to the demolition of this 
building and to this application as presented.” 


work starts on £5m 
jobs boosting scheme 


BUILDING work has started on 
a new £5 million development in 
Dudley that will create 80 jobs. 

Castlegate Drive at the Castlegate 
Business Park was given planning 
permission back in November and 
work is now under way. 

It will include a Greene King pub, a KFC 
drive-thru restaurant and a Costa Coffee 
drive-thru. 

The brands will open near the existing 
restaurants including Frankie and Benny’s 
and Pizza Hut, as well as the Showcase 
Cinema. 

The development, which is being funded 
by Legal & General, should be completed 
by September. Property developer Stoford 
is carrying out the work. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “Dudley 
Council is committed to investing in our 
town centres and welcomes private devel¬ 
opers who are inspired by Dudley’s contin¬ 
uing regeneration to bring new builds, new 
business and new jobs to the borough. 

Corridor 

“Following the recent completion of the 
£6.7m regeneration of Dudley town centre, 
this development is a further demonstra¬ 
tion of ongoing developer and investor con¬ 
fidence in the town. 

“Stoford’s development at Castlegate 
links with our tourism corridor, and will 
not only bring jobs to the area but will 
further add to the visitor offer to people 
spending time at one of the town’s popular 
tourist attractions.” 

Dominic Stokes, director at Stoford, said: 
“Dudley is in the midst of a period of major 
regeneration. 

“The new scheme will support the con¬ 
tinued development of the town, benefiting 
visitors, residents and those that work in 
the area. 

“The next few years will see a considera¬ 
ble amount of investment in the town and 
the final plot on Castle Drive will prove a 
fantastic opportunity for a new restaurant 
looking to take advantage of this.” 

Stoford has been involved in two other 
developments in Castlegate including the 
63-bed Premier Inn and a two-storey office 
scheme at Castlegate Business Park for 
the Staffordshire and West Midlands Pro¬ 
bation Trust.

Keeper Jodie Dryden said: “She 
was so intrigued watching them 
that when one landed on her hand, 
she sat stock-still staring at it until 
it popped. 

“Just like a typical five-year-old, 


Sprout loves playing so we thought 
for her birthday we’d treat her to 
the bubbles and see what she made 
of them. 

“But she was soon stretching 
out trying to scoop them up in her 
hand and even tried to catch a few 
in her mouth - it was very amusing 
to watch.” 

Sprout has rapidly become a visi¬ 
tors’ favourite at the zoo. She made 
the headlines in October when she 
was snapped planting an upside 
down kiss on her mother Jazz. 


Asiatic black bear Inca turned 36 
on March 29, more than 10 years 
older than the species is expected 
to live out in the wild.

Inspectors from Ofsted visited in 
March and found that services overall 
were good and highlighted areas of ex¬ 
cellence. 

More than 6,000 people sign up to 
adult learner courses run by Dudley 
Council each year. 

The inspectors found that managers 
and tutors were working effectively to 
provide learning opportunities for pri¬ 
ority groups of learners and that a wide 
variety of courses are available including 
courses that lead to recognised qualifi¬ 
cations. 

Flourish 

Alan Lunt, strategic director for the 
place directorate at Dudley Council, 
said: “We’re pleased that our hard work 
has been recognised in this way. 

“It shows that people flourish through 
the range of courses offered through the 
service. 

“We are committed to offering a good, 
wide variety of learning opportunities 
for people not just to help them learn 
and gain qualifications but also to learn 
new skills for employment.” 

Hundreds of courses are available for 
people to sign up to including leisure-fo¬ 
cussed classes in art and craft and health 
and well-being. 

People can also sign up to academic 
courses including IT, English and 
maths, through to the vocational such 
as accounting and construction. 

Bishop In new 
public body role 

THE Bishop of Dudley has been ap¬ 
pointed to a new role in a public body. 

The Rt Rev Graham Usher has been 
named as a member of the Human Tis¬ 
sue Authority by the Health Secretary. 

He and four other new Authority 
Members will scrutinise the HTA - the 
regulator for human tissue and organs. 

The Bishop said: “I am looking for¬ 
ward to contributing to the work of the 
Human Tissue Authority which will 
build on an earlier role I had with the 
Newcastle Biomedicine Biobank when 
I was a parish priest in the north east. 

“I hope my experience of Christian 
ethics will be a useful voice when col¬ 
laborating about complex questions and 
maintaining dignity, consent and trust 
around the use of human tissue in re¬ 
search and transplantation.” 

Developer pulls 
out of proposal

go ahead as the scheme was withdrawn.

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Lottery bid 
to restore 
art tribute 
to Churchill 

A £100,000 funding bid to restore a 
tribute to wartime leader Sir Winston 
Churchill and return it to Dudley 
town centre has been launched. 

Civic leaders want to bring back 
the stained glass mosaic, which once 
formed the centrepiece of the town’s 
original Churchill Precinct but has 
not been seen since being removed in 
1991. 

Dudley Council has submitted a 
bid to the Heritage Lottery Fund. If 
successful, the cash would be used to 
restore the artwork back to its former 
glory so it can take centre stage in the 
shopping centre which bears the for¬ 
mer Prime Minister’s name. 

The campaign was launched last 
year by Dudley North MP Ian Austin 
and was backed by Churchill’s grand¬ 
son Sir Nicholas Soames when he vis¬ 
ited the town to mark 50 years since 
the great leader’s death. The MP has 
been working closely with council 
bosses and culture groups to put a bid 
together. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund would 
provide £99,000 towards the project, 
with £4,000 from Dudley Council. 

Mr Austin welcomed the fact the 
artwork was a step closer to return¬ 
ing to the town centre after 26 years 
away. He said: “Everyone who grew 
up in Dudley will remember the mag¬ 
nificent glass memorial to Winston 
Churchill.” 

The mosaic formed the centrepiece 
of the shopping centre for more than 
20 years. It consisted of 17 panels 
which stretched across a section of 
the precinct. 

It was designed by world-renowned 
artist Edward Bainbridge Copnall and 
was unveiled in 1969. The memorial 
was taken down after vandal attacks 
and weather damage took their toll 
leaving parts of it in pieces. 

Checks made to 
railway bridge 

CHECKS will be carried out to see if 
a railway bridge in Stourbridge needs 
to be replaced. 

The bridge, which runs over the 
tracks at Parkfields Road, will be 
closed to traffic between April 15 and 
17 as investigative works are carried 
out. 

Network Rail said assessments 
would be made regarding the possi¬ 
bility of replacing the bridge, which 
is close to Stourbridge Town station. 

Single-file traffic runs over the 
bridge into Vauxhall Road but access 
will be blocked for those three days. 

Homes to replace 
pub given backing 

A KINGSWINFORD pub will be 
knocked down to make way for new 
homes. Dudley Council has given 
plans to demolish the Summerhouse 
on The Portway the go-ahead to allow 
14 homes to be built in its place. 


Renewed plea over 

A FRESH appeal has been made for 
more volunteers to help run a village 
library which was saved from closure. 

Hagley Parish Council stepped in 
to take over responsibility for the 
Hagley Library’s running and man¬ 
agement costs around 18 months ago. 

There had been fears the library 
could shut and be replaced with a mo¬ 
bile service as part of Worcestershire 
County Council plans for £1.9 million 
of cuts over the next three years. 

Residents and councillors were op¬ 
posed to the proposals and wanted 
Hagley Library is seeking volunteers to en sure the library remained open

for the community. An agreement 
was made between the parish and 
county councils to secure its future. 
Now a fresh appeal for extra helpers 
to lend a hand in the library has been 
launched. 

Parish council chairman Steve 
Colella, who described the library ser¬ 
vice as ‘essential’ said: “The future of 
Hagley Library is now more assured 
following the signing of an agreement 
between Hagley Parish Council and 
Worcestershire County Council. 

“This gives the library support for 
the building from the parish council 


while the county council remain re¬ 
sponsible for staff, IT and books.” 

The county council review had 
looked at different options including 
shutting the library, which celebrated 
its 50th anniversary in 2012, and re¬ 
placing it with a mobile service. 

Changes are also being made to Be- 
wdley Library as part of the review. It 
will be combined with a new medical 
centre due to be built in Dog Lane.

100 legal highs are 
seized in shop raid 


MORE than 100 ‘legal highs’ that 
have caused young people to suf¬ 
fer ‘significant health issues’ have 
been seized by police in a joint op¬ 
eration with trading standards. 

It followed reports that new psychoac¬ 
tive substances (NPS) were being sold 
from a shop in Dudley, causing young 
people to suffer significant health issues. 

Officers visited the premises, secured the 
building and carried out a search that led to the 
seizure of more than 100 products which are 
now due to be tested to identify exactly what 
they contain. 

The proprietor is due to be interviewed by 
police in the near future. Officers carried out 
the crackdown at the shop last Friday, but the 
force would not reveal any more details about 
the raid. 

Chief Inspector Simon Inglis, West Midlands 
Police lead for drugs, said: “Even though these 
products are not yet banned under criminal 
law, there is significant evidence to show that 
these so-called ‘legal highs’ are a significant 
risk to public health. 

Roulette 

“We will continue to work with our partners 
to remove these dangerous products from the 
streets. 

“Those people who take them are playing 
Russian roulette with their lives and we need 
the public to understand the danger they pose. 

“Research shows that a proportion of these 
products actually contain controlled drugs and 
if they are found in these products seized today 
the shop owners will face prosecution.” 

The blitz in Dudley follows a region-wide op¬ 
eration to combat the sale of legal highs. At the 
end of January, 70 shops were visited in towns 
and cities across the region. 

Trading Standards officials seized 298 legal 
highs in the joint operation with West Mid¬ 
lands Police. 

In Wolverhampton trading standards of¬ 
ficials seized 40 substances, while in Walsall 
228 NPS packets were confiscated, with 20 re¬ 
moved from shelves across Sandwell. 

NPS mimic the effect of illegal drugs. 

Currently, they are chemically different 
enough to avoid being classified as illegal sub¬ 
stances under the Misuse of Drugs Act. 

However, the law is due to change this month 
so police will be able to seize the products and 
arrest anyone suspected of supplying them.

The Blackcountry Man takes 
people out on trips from its base at 
Stourbridge’s Bonded Warehouse. 

Day trips to Kinver, music and 
comedy nights and Christmas 
journeys to see Santa are among 
those on offer. 

Ken Bywater has taken over 
as the operator of the boat which 


helps raise money towards the 
preservation and promotion of 
the waterways. The 70ft-longboat 
has had a £5,000 revamp and been 
off the water since October after 
the previous operator stood down 
from running trips. 

Mr Bywater, aged 63, retired 
last year after 45 years in the 
motor trade including working at 
a Nissan car dealership. But he 
said he was keen to develop his 
interest in the waterways having 


owned his own motor boat moored 
on the River Severn. 

“I’m really excited and looking 
forward to it,” said Mr By water, 
from Amblecote.’Tt is a great boat 
in really good condition with a 
connection to the Black Country.” 

Trips take place from April 9. 
A number of live music nights 
aboard the boat and the return of 
the fish and chip supper evenings 
are also planned on Fridays.

of Sandwell who historically look to 
the Manor. We are very confident 
that we have the right capacity to 
continue to provide our high stand¬ 
ards of care in our midwifery services 
and birthing facilities.” 

The talks are in the early stages 
and it has not been confirmed what 
areas will be effected or how the 
mothers will be divided between 
Sandwell’s Midwifery Unit or Dud¬ 


ley’s Russells Hall Hospital. Paul 
Clark, chief executive for Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Group, said: 
“We can confirm the Trust has been 
in discussion with Walsall CCG and 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust re¬ 
garding maternity provision. 

“These discussions are still in the 
early stages. 

“We are unable to provide any 
more detail.” 


New name plan in bid 
to save Hippodrome

CAMPAIGNERS are en¬ 
couraging the whole Black 
Country to get behind the 
fight to save Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome - with plans to po¬ 
tentially re-name the venue. 

They have tabled plans to called 
the historic theatre The Black 
Country Hippodrome should they 
succeed in securing its future. 

Plans have yet to be finalised but 
campaigners want people to see the 
Castle Hill landmark as a Black 
Country attraction. 

Further talks have been held be¬ 
tween the campaigners and Dudley 
Council after it emerged a proposal 
to save the theatre Tacks critical in¬ 
formation’. 

The Friends of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome had worked with a new group 
which had come forward featuring 
industry experts. A business plan 
submitted at the end of last year 
was deemed ‘extremely unrealistic’ 
according to independent assessors. 

Ideas 

Revised plans were submitted in 
February in a bid to address some of 
the concerns raised. 

And the name change is among 
the ideas to bolster its bid across the 
wider Black Country. 

Friends group chairman Gordon 
Downing said the venue would be 
known as Dudley Hippodrome ini¬ 
tially but this could change to help 
bring in revenue. 

“The name Black Country Hippo¬ 
drome was put forward to get it more 
well-known in a wider area,” he 
said. “We had further talks with the 
council and assessor. We are look¬ 
ing at things we can do differently.” 

Campaigner Dave Mundon, who 
worked with the group on the idea, 
said: “My personal view is it would 
help put the Black Country on the 
market more.” 

Dudley Council says it has been 
prepared to hold more talks with the 
group but will continue to pursue 
plans to demolish the venue. 

The council paid £750 to assessors 
FGM Consulting for an analysis of 
the steering group’s business plan. 



War memorial takes pride of place

THE finishing touches have been put in place for Wood¬ 
setton War Memorial which has now been moved to the 
‘heart of the community’. 

The memorial has been relocated from behind a fence 
on nearby church ground in Swan Village, to a more 
public area of open space opposite the Bramford pub at 
the crossroads of Parkes Hall Lane and Tipton Road, al¬ 
lowing services to be held on the three-quarter acre site. 

It also has a new information board and Union Flag 
pole installed to remember the 30 fallen heroes of the 
First World War. The work has cost £35,000, with 
funding made possible through Heritage Lottery Fund, 
Ibstock Carey International and Dudley Council. The in¬ 
formation board details the soldiers’ rank, date of birth, 


date of death and where they are buried along with other 
information. The names include six men from Woodset¬ 
ton, three from Parkes Hall and 21 from Swan Village. 

Research for the board was carried out by High Areal 
Secondary School pupils with the help of local historian 
Andrew Johnson. Woodsetton Charitable Trust has been 
instrumental in helping get the funding for the project. 

Councillor Keiran Casey said: “I think the memorial 
looks fantastic in its new location, taking pride of place 
at the heart of our community. 

“This board gives us a chance to learn more about the 
brave people from Woodsetton who went and fought to 
uphold our great values and who paid the ultimate sac¬ 
rifice.” 


Landmark 
office block 
setfor£l4m 
homes plan 

DUDLEY’S landmark Falcon House 
office block is to be turned into 141 
flats in a £14 million regeneration 
project. 

It has been bought by a 29-year-old 
developer from Nottingham, Arran 
Bailey, and his ALB Black Country 
Properties company, who are now 
seeking permission from Dudley 
Council for the redevelopment plan. 

Mr Bailey wants to convert the 
88,000 sq ft, eight storey building 
into 65 one-bedroom and 76 two-bed 
apartments. It follows the collapse of 
plans to demolish Falcon House for 
a supermarket complex, including a 
cafe and petrol station. 

The site had been owned by prop¬ 
erty specialist Prosperity, as part of 
its £100 million buy-to-let investment 
portfolio. Mr Bailey’s ALB Black 
Country bought it shortly before it 
was due to go up for auction. 

Mr Bailey, managing director of 
ALB Black Country, said: “The local 
area has been in need of new housing 
developments, and we are excited to 
play a big part in the area’s regener¬ 
ation.” 

Falcon House, based in The Mino- 
ries, dates back to the 1960s, and was 
earmarked as a target for redevelop¬ 
ment by the council several years ago. 

Leeds architects firm Headoffice3 
has designed the development and 
will be managing the works to com¬ 
plete in 2017. Its chief executive Glen 
Harding said: “We believe this project 
will genuinely improve the local de¬ 
mographics and breathe new life into 
a tired block.”

SUPERMARKET staff were fizzing 
with creativity after putting togeth¬ 
er a superhero call sign made from 
drinks cans.

The stand was created by the store 
ahead of the release of the Batman v 
Superman: Dawn of Justice film.

Council cuts costs 
on housing repairs 


COUNCIL bosses in Dudley say 
they have spent tens of thousands 
of pounds less than expected on 
bringing empty homes back up 
to scratch - in reply to claims of 
‘throwing money’ at idle properties. 

Repairs to nine empty homes in the 
borough were originally expected to cost 
£230,000 but Dudley Council said the 
work had been completed for £88,000 fol¬ 
lowing a review into how the works were 
being carried out. 

All the properties have now been let. 

Millions of pounds are spent every year on 
empty houses across the Dudley borough. 

And the cash-strapped council, which must 
save £20 million over three years, has been 
warned it must continue to save money and 
change the way it operates on costly empty 
properties. 

Some £17 million was spent on empty homes 
during 2014/15. The work included ‘necessary 
maintenance’ such as electricity tests, rewir¬ 
ing, plastering and clearing gardens. 

Ignored 

There are currently 617 empty homes in 
Dudley, although 300 of those are already allo¬ 
cated or being advertised. 

Councillor Elaine Taylor, a member of the 
council’s place scrutiny committee, said some 
properties had been ignored for too long. She 
said they had been left to fall into a poor state 
of repair, meaning they were costing more to 
refurbish now. 

“We have to concede that it is not cost-effec¬ 
tive to just throw money at these when clearly 
they will never generate a return,” she said. 

“I truly believe the way forward would be to 
view each property with a criteria costed and 
analysed as to renovate to let as council af¬ 
fordable housing or sell to a private investor.” 

Fellow scrutiny committee member, Coun¬ 
cillor Dean Perks, said refurbishing properties 
to a high standard was ‘unachievable’ and that 
the council should do only the bare minimum 
needed for them to be rented out. 

Housing boss Councillor Gaye Partridge 
said: “There is further work planned to deter¬ 
mine how best to invest in our housing stock in 
a way that gives good value and good quality. 

“I am confident that we will see a continued 
trend towards less empty homes in the future,” 
she added.

Cancer patient Ivan Partridge 
will leave a fundraising legacy 
following his death at the age 

of 55. ANDY TURTON reports 


AN inspirational cancer sufferer 
who had kickstarted a charity fund¬ 
raising effort for a hospice has died 
aged 55. 

Ivan Partridge was diagnosed last year 
with a rare form of melanoma leading to 
him needing major facial surgery. 

He had been taken into Stourbridge’s Mary 
Stevens Hospice within the last fortnight and 
offered revolutionary treatment. 

Last week, The Chronicle told how he was 
facing the future with a smile thanks to his 
fundraising efforts. However, the inspirational 
company director has since lost his courageous 
fight against the disease. 

Since his diagnosis Mr Partridge, from 
Quarry Bank, had vowed to help raise money 
for Mary Stevens Hospice. 

Family 

Charity nights, collections and a mammoth 
bike ride are all helping towards bringing in 
cash. 

And his family say the fundraising efforts 
will continue in his name giving them a great 
deal of comfort as they grieve. 

His wife Yvonne, 55, said: “He fought to be 
get better. He wanted to carry on. He didn’t 
want to die. 

“But I know he will be with us on his bike. 
It has been a really big help to know that the 
fundraising will carry on.” 

Initially, Mr Partridge visited doctors com¬ 


plaining over a blocked nose and having an 
operation to remove nasal polyps. But doctors 
later broke the news he had a rare strain of 
melanoma and faced major facial surgery. 

Donations 

The couple married last August at Dudley 
Register Office at Priory Hall and decided to 
raise money for the hospice by having dona¬ 
tions instead of wedding gifts. 

A funding club night was also held. 


Just last week Mr Partridge said of the fund¬ 
raising efforts: “It has give me something to 
focus on. You just have to live for every day.” 

He also thanked his family for their 
support including daughter Rebecca, 23, 
and 18-month-old grandson Daniyal, and 
step-daughter Emma, 28, and her partner Mi¬ 
chael, and Emma’s children Harley, four, and 
11-month-old Hudson, and step-son Aaron, 23. 

Family friend Richard Stafford has organ¬ 
ised a bike ride to help push the cash total past 


£10,000. In June, Mr Stafford will be taking on 
a charity bike ride from Land’s End to John 
O’ Groats. 

Money raised will also be split with a char¬ 
ity supporting motor neurone disease sufferers 
after his friend Robert Owen was diagnosed 
with the condition. 

Mr Stafford said: “The bike ride will be in 
Ivan’s memory too. It is so sad.”

Business aiming for 
the sky with airships 



The Lockheed Martin hybrid airship, one of two companies in talks with Straighline Aviation 


A BUSINESS based at an air¬ 
field near Dudley aims to be¬ 
come the first in the world to 
operate a new generation of 
airships. 

In two years’ time Straightline Avi¬ 
ation says it will have a fleet of four 
to six hybrid airships flying passengers 
and freight in normally inaccessible 
areas of Africa, Canada and China. 

But not over the Black Country or 
Staffordshire, although the offices at 
Wolverhampton Business Airport, at 
Bobbington, will remain the compa¬ 
ny’s home as it grows. 

Company bosses Mike Kendrick 


and Mark Dorey formerly ran Rich¬ 
ard Branson’s Virgin airship and hot 
air balloons business, while Mr Ken¬ 
drick has become better known for his 
Mineseeker Foundation, which works 
to find and remove mines in Africa. 

Helium 

The pair are in advanced talks with 
the two companies currently develop¬ 
ing the new airships, Hybrid Air Vehi¬ 
cles in the UK and US aviation giant 
Lockheed Martin, to become their first 
customer. 

Both companies expect to have their 
airships ready to fly commercially 
in 2018. Filled with helium, the new 


airships use a combination of lighter- 
than-air, aircraft and helicopter tech¬ 
nologies - hence the term ‘hybrid’. 

They can land on any piece of 
cleared ground or even on the water. 

“These aircraft will transport cargo 
and passengers to previously inacces¬ 
sible locations around the globe,” said 
Mr Kendrick. “The first versions will 
carry up to 20 tons of freight, as well 
as passengers but they are scalable to 
many times that number. 

As well as working in developing 
countries lacking modern transport 
networks, the airships would be ideal 
for oil and gas exploration companies 
working in inaccessible areas, he said.

Jodie’s out to educate 
over plight of primates 


A ZOO keeper who has spent her life 
learning about primates is flying out 
to Indonesia to help a critically en¬ 
dangered species of monkey. 

Jodie Dryden, Dudley Zoo’s senior 
keeper of primates, will spend three 
weeks in Sulawesi to help educate 
locals about the plight of the crested 
black macaques. 

The 25-year-old helped design the 
attraction’s newly-opened macaque 
enclosure. 

She is being funded by the zoo 
and will meet up with members of 
the Selamatkan Yaki group, which 
translates to ‘save the Sulawesi 
crested black macaque’, on April 11. 

“The species is critically en¬ 
dangered and their numbers have 
dropped by about 90 per cent in just 
30 years,” said Jodie. 

“That’s because their habitat is 
destroyed, they are being hunted for 


bush meat and sold in the pet trade. 

“We need to educate the locals, 
which can take time and we don’t 
want to just preach to them or tell 
them what they can and cannot do.” 

Jodie said she wanted to spread 
the word about the macaque’s plight 
and had launched a fundraising cam¬ 
paign to help support them abroad. 

“I’ll be giving talks and presenta¬ 
tions to the locals in Indonesia to try 
and persuade them not to hunt the 
monkeys for bush meat,” she said. 

“It’s important they see how ac¬ 
tively involved we are in trying to 
save them.” 

Dudley Zoo’s new state-of-the-art 
macaque enclosure opened over the 
Easter bank holiday. 

It houses the attraction’s seven 
macaques and forms part of the 
zoo’s overall £200,000 redevelop¬ 
ment project.

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Pervert is 
trapped by 
gran using 
Facebook 


A WOMAN assumed the Facebook identity 
of her 11-year-old granddaughter to trap a 
pervert who was grooming the child on the 
internet, a judge was told. 

She made the move after discovering the pair had 
been in contact through the social network’s private 
messenger, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

She disclosed her concerns to an acquaintance who ad¬ 


mitted he was equally wor¬ 
ried about the Facebook 
contact between a 14-year- 
old relative and a man. 

Checks found that 
36-year-old Robert Had¬ 
ley was the culprit in both 
cases and all but two of his 
40 Facebook ‘friends’ were 
young girls, said Mr David 
Bennett, prosecuting. 

The grandmother ac¬ 
cessed the 11-year-old’s 
account and posed as her 
to contact Hadley in Feb¬ 
ruary last year. During the 
internet conversation that 
followed he asked for a pho¬ 
tograph of the child wearing 
a bra. The request were re¬ 
jected. 

Trouble 

Instead he was sent a 
snap of the girl in her foot¬ 
ball kit and he sent a lewd 
image of himself in return 
before warning that he 
would get into ‘a lot of trou¬ 
ble’ if she did not keep their 
communications secret. 

The woman maintained 
the pretence until Febru¬ 
ary 25 when she contacted 
police after Hadley tried 
to arrange a meeting with 
the girl he assumed was ex¬ 
changing messages and pic¬ 
tures with him. 

He had also tried to 
launch a relationship with 
the 14-year-old, ignoring 
her comments that she was 
too young, the court heard. 

Police arrested Hadley the 
day after being alerted by 
the grandmother but discov-

ered he had destroyed the 
SIM cards on his two mobile 
phones shortly before they 
arrived. He claimed to have 
done this the previous day 
because he ‘knew what he 
had been doing was wrong,’ 
said Mr Simon Hanns, de¬ 
fending, who added: “He 
was ashamed and filled with 
remorse.” 

But Mr Hanns conceded 
that the defendant - who 
had lied about his age to 
the girls, claiming to be at 
least eight years younger - 
had displayed elements of 
grooming during the Face- 
book conversations. Mr 
Hanns added: “He got in¬ 
volved in this while living a 
solitary life after the break 
up of his own relationship.” 

Hadley from Netherby 
Road, Sedgley admitted four 
charges of trying to incite 
under age girls to engage in 
sexual activity on various 
dates between December 24 
2014 and February 26 2015. 

Judge James Burbidge 
QC jailed him for three 
years and said: “You clearly 
have a worrying interest in 
young girls. 

“The grandmother ought 
to be highly commended for 
her vigilance. She took over 
a Facebook page to weed 
you out and ensure that the 
police had evidence with 
which to pursue you before 
you had the chance to do 
any harm.”

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Library change 
decision due 

MORE than half of library staff in 
Dudley are in favour of plans for vol¬ 
unteers to help run the service, a sur¬ 
vey reveals. 

Results of a staff poll shows slightly 
more of the 165 workers were in fa¬ 
vour of the change with 55 per cent of 
giving it their backing. 

Under the changes, a Libraries, 
Archives and Learning Mutual would 
be established.

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, for 
adult and community learning has 
supported the plan, saying: “The mu¬ 
tual model would be a positive out¬ 
come from a trying situation.” 


CCIV plan launched to tackle 
violence towards taxi drivers 


TAXIS in Dudley will have CCTV in¬ 
stalled inside under plans to tackle 
child abuse and violence against driv¬ 
ers. 

The move comes after a driver was at¬ 
tacked and left seriously injured in the street 
in Brierley Hill. 

Mohammed Ahmed was badly beaten and was 
taken to hospital after the attack in Bell Street 
South on February 28. 

Officials say the cameras would also boost safety 
in the wake of child sexual exploitation in other 
parts of the country. The cameras would also be 


used to capture those damaging taxis or making 
off without paying. A consultation will be launched 
into the proposals. Dudley Council’s taxi commit¬ 
tee outlined a consultation into the policy at a 
meeting on Tuesday. 

Dudley Private Hire and Taxi Association chair¬ 
man Shaz Saleem said he was broadly in favour 
of the scheme, but wanted information on how it 
would be funded and who had control of the foot¬ 
age. “Having CCTV would protect drivers and cus¬ 
tomers and ensure safety,” he said. “It would act 
as a deterrent to people. 

“We have had drivers who have been abused, 
some of them have been hit, and some custom¬ 


ers have been making off with paying. It is about 
safety. It is not a question of spying on people.” 

He added: “My main questions over it is who is 
funding it. Also will the council have access to the 
CCTV?” 

Dudley Council’s taxi committee chairman, 
Councillor Richard Body, said the consultation 
would discover more information on how to imple¬ 
ment the policy. 

Options will be explored to either force the com¬ 
pulsory fitting of CCTV, allowing it to be optional 
for drivers or scrapping the plan altogether. 

It is expected to report back within around three 
months.

'Scumbag' fly-tippers cost 
thousands in clean-up bill 


FLY-TIPPERS have been branded 
‘idiots’ and ‘scumbags’ after Dudley 
Council revealed it had spent more 
than £10,000 cleaning its four worst- 
hit streets in just 12 months. 

The authority spent £10,631 cleaning up 
the four roads last year - and received 820 
complaints about fly-tipping throughout 
the whole of the borough. 

Cradley and Wollescote councillor Richard 
Body, who represents one of the worst affected 
areas, said: “I would recommend and urge 
everyone to buy a cheap dashboard camera. 

“If more people started using the cameras 
and more culprits started getting caught these 


idiots would think twice about fly-tipping. They 
are scumbags. 

“It costs the local authority a lot of money 
to clear up. People can get fined up to £250 for 
fly-tipping but I would like to see that penalty 
double.” 

The worst-hit streets were Hall Street in Dud¬ 
ley, Oak Lane in Kingswinford, Mears Coppice 
in Quarry Bank and Foxcote Lane in Cradley. 

Problem 

Kingswinford North and Wall Heath Council¬ 
lor Dave Tyler said: “There has been a problem 
for a number of years at Oak Lane. The council 
has put a lot of measures in place to stop fly-tip- 
ping. 

“We have been very successful but the prob¬ 


lem is we need to catch people who are dumping 
the waste. We obviously can’t put officers down 
there all the time, although we have used CCTV 
in the past - which has been successful. 

“We need public support as well.” 

Councillor Mohammed Hanif, for Lye and 
Stourbridge North, said: “I’m disgusted and 
disappointed with the amount of fly-tipping tak¬ 
ing place.” 

There were 820 reports of fly-tipping in Dud¬ 
ley during 2014/15, up 12 per cent from 728 
three years before. 

Cost to the council to clear up fly-tipping 
across the borough in 2014/15 was £45,366 - 
rising from £35,339 in 2012/13. 

Dudley Council prosecuted five people last 
year, nine the previous year and 12 in 2012/13.

Book offering a glimpse of everyday 
life from city's past, is no accident 


PEOPLE knocked down on 
their way to work, falling 
from ladders and boilers 
exploding - just some of 
the bizarre accidents from 
the 19th century included 
in a new book. 

The publication is the work 
of Jane Smith, aged 69, from 
Perton, who has a keen inter¬ 
est in local history. 

Three-and-a-half years ago 
someone asked her if there was an¬ 
ything apart from her usual area of 
expertise - Worfield in Shropshire 
- that she would like to study. 
She replied that she would like to 
study accidents and the seed of her 
book was sown. Her book is titled 
Accidents: Nineteenth Century 
Accidents In Wolverhampton, and 
Jane explained why she wanted to 
write it. 

“Accidents happen to ordinary 
people, on an ordinary day, in an 
ordinary town,” she said, “And 
when they do, the description of 
what happened is recorded and

provides a snapshot of life as it was. 
It tells of people knocked down on 
their way to work, of cows stuck 
in shops, of steam boilers explod¬ 
ing. This is history up close - we 
are like eavesdroppers on people’s 
lives.” 

The book on accidents in Wolver¬ 
hampton is more than 500 pages 
long and is being stocked by Am¬ 
azon. 

She said: “My interest is not in 
the accident per se, but in the light 
the accident throws on everyday 
life. Such as the story of the lamp¬ 
lighter who was up a ladder light¬ 
ing a gas lamp when the ladder was 
caught by a passing donkey cart. 
That is the story of a non-fatal acci¬ 
dent which creates a strong visual 
image of a time gone by. 

“Then there was Mrs Burrows, 
aged 70, minding her own business 
on Snow Hill in 1841 when two 
butchers from Birmingham were 


racing up the hill on their way 
home. 

“One of them knocked Mrs Bur¬ 
rows over and killed her, but the 
riders weren’t held to blame, the 
horse was, and a fine was duly 
placed on him or her.” 

The 19th century was a time of 
great change in manufacturing, 
transport and housing, said Jane, 
and with those changes came chal¬ 
lenges, which often translated into 
people making mistakes. Jane said: 
“Sometimes people didn’t under¬ 
stand the technology, they took 
risks, such as at Rough Hills Pit in 
1861, when the head engineer was 
notified that there was a leak in a 
boiler. 

“But rather than taking the 
boiler out of service for a proper 
repair, the head engineer fills the 
crack with wooden wedges and 
hemp and the boiler is put back 
into work. The explosion kills two 
men immediately.

HE grew up in Dudley and has fond memo¬ 
ries of watching Chitty Chitty Bang Bang as 
a youngster at the town’s Odeon Cinema. 

Now David Austin, brother of Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin, watches films for a living in his role as 
Britain’s chief censor. 

Earlier this month the 52-year-old took up his post as 
the new director of the British Board of Film Classifica¬ 
tion (BBFC). He makes the 
final decision on the rating 
for every film released in 
the UK, and when you go 
to the cinema it is his signa¬ 
ture you will see on screen 
shortly before the start of 
the movie. 

His day-to-day work in¬ 
volves scrutinising every 
type of film, from rom-coms 
to horror flicks, from thrill¬ 
ers to pornography. He is 
charged with running the 
rule over some of the most 
gruesome and bloody vio¬ 
lence recorded but Mr Aus¬ 
tin says the sights he sees 
now are tame in comparison 
to what he witnessed in his 
previous job. 

War 

He spent 16 years work¬ 
ing in the Foreign Office’s 
Diplomatic Service, with 
one of his tasks being to 
help end war in the former 
Yugoslavia. That role - for 
which he received an OBE 
in 1999 - involved sitting 
at the table with Serbian 
leader Slobodan Milosevic 
in an attempt to negotiate 
peace. Milosevic was later 
charged with genocide. 

“I got shot at,” he says, 
rather matter-of-factly. 

“The final straw came in 
1998 when I was away in 
Kosovo for a month. My 
daughter asked my wife 
if I had died. That’s when 
I knew it was time for a 
change.” 

Mr Austin joined the 
BBFC in 2003, initially as 
an examiner. “It was a lot 
safer, although there are 
similarities with my dip¬ 
lomatic work,” he said. “I 
was still analysing and mak¬ 
ing recommendations.” In

2014 the BBFC classified

There's more to the new

I t’s been an incredible year for 
Suranne Jones. The actress, who 
first rose to fame as the feisty 
Karen McDonald in Coronation 
Street, had the nation hooked with 
her performance as a woman 
scorned in the BBC drama Doctor 
Foster, which earned her a National 
TV Award and a recent Bafta 
nomination.

A GOOD word from Bill Bryson 
can make or break a tourist at¬ 
traction. So imagine the sighs of 
relief among the powers-that-be 
at Bath’s Roman Baths when the 
travel writer came to the conclu¬ 
sion that he quite liked them. 

In fact Bill didn’t just like this exam¬ 
ple of living, flowing, history, he loved 
it. So much so that he agreed to record 
his musings as he went to explore. 

The result is one of the most absorbing 
guided tours you are ever likely to find. 
Yes, it involves grasping an outsized mo¬ 
bile phone to your ear, but it’s worth the 
time and trouble to listen and, contrary to 
expectations, makes the experience more 
intimate and real. 

In fact there are three commentaries to

choose from, the wry observations of Bill 
to the expert word of TV historian Alice 
Roberts and finally a charming simplified 
version for children. 

The Roman Baths, with its steaming 
waters and fascinating maze of ancient 
spa rooms, is the obvious place to start. It 
places Bath’s origins within the context 
of its relatively more recent past. And, as 
Bryson himself observes, the rooftop view 
it affords of the baths, cast in the shadow of 
Bath Abbey and enveloped by the sandstone 
city, is really something to behold. 

Bill would, no doubt, also thoroughly 
approve of Bath’s Grove Lodge, a luxury 
bed and breakfast an easy 20-minute stroll 
from the centre of the city and my stay for 
the weekend. Owners Giovanni and Mary 
Baiano took it over a couple of years ago 


and have transformed it into a laid-back but 
incredibly stylish resting place. 

Appropriately, a Roman bust greets you 
as you arrive. There are three spacious 
suites, Georgian, Roman and Chinese. Set 
in an imposing Georgian town house, guests 
are treated to their own suite and are deliv¬ 
ered a five-star breakfast on a silver tray. 

Rugby 

Grove Lodge sits opposite Bath Rugby 
Club’s training ground. This is a city where 
the locals live and breathe rugby. This sea¬ 
son has been a disappointment by Bath’s 
standards. But it remains a sport uniting a 
city that, despite the melting pot of nation¬ 
alities caused by the influx of tourists, has a 
feeling of community. 

Bath’s centre is relatively small, which 
makes it ideally suited to exploring on foot. 
There are lots of architectural landmarks 


in this city, tucked into a valley around 12 
miles from Bristol. The magnificent Royal 
Crescent is Britain’s most famous row 
of terraces. It sits close to Royal Victoria 
Park, where families picnic in the summer 
and that boasts one of the country’s best 
playgrounds. 

A five-minute stroll takes you The Circus, 
another example of Georgian splendour 
where you can wander as Jane Austen once 
did. And Bath Abbey is just splendid. 

Bath’s Achilles heel used to be food. In a 
city with two universities it lacked culinary 
breadth. That has changed in recent years 
and today there are endless places to eat 
and to match all budgets. 

And, if you want to spend the day as Ba- 
thonians used to, the Thermae Bath Spa 
allows you to eat a light lunch in your fluffy 
white robe before a steam room sweat or a 
swim in its spectacular rooftop pool.

IF you look at the figures that estate cars 
boast about it’s not hard to spot who takes 
top spot in the sales charts. 

Among smaller estates (that’s a relative term these 
days) the Skoda Octavia rules the roost, topping the 
Ford Focus and Vauxhall Astra. And with their rear 
seats fold flat, that’s the same order they make when 
load space is measured. 

If style matters, then practicality matters more when 
you’ve a family and all their stuff to move around, it seems. 

Still, you’d never call the latest Astra estate - or Sports 
Tourer in Vauxhall speak - a noticeably small car. It meas¬ 
ures only a little more on the outside than before but that 
brings more headroom for front seat passengers, extra leg- 
room in the rear and a usefully bigger boot. 

Clever design (a lighter car needs smaller brakes and 
wheels, for instance) brings benefit in economy and emis¬ 
sions, helped too by this Sports Tourer being the most 
streamlined estate ever from the griffin brand. 

This latest Astra Sports Tourer (built, like the hatch at 
Ellesmere Port in Cheshire) has a range of engines that 
mix better economy (and less weight) and emissions than 
before, with the 110 horsepower diesel achieving 83mpg in 
official tests and a modest 89g/km from the tailpipe into the 
bargain. 

Higher up the food chain we reach Vauxhall’s newish Bi- 
Turbo diesels, all with 1.6 litres and up to 160 horsepower, 
enough for 137mph top speed and acceleration near identi¬ 
cal to the bigger 2.0 litre engine it displaces. 

Confidence 

So, the new Sports Tourer is bigger inside and more eco¬ 
nomical than before. That ought to give Vauxhall confidence 
as it sets out to topple the upstart Skoda in the sales chart. 

But perhaps the biggest weapon of all is a range that 
costs less than before; in one case (the posh Elite) there’s 
a £1,870 saving. 

Of course, list prices at the part of the market where Vaux¬ 
hall operates are only a starting point as fleet manager start 
their negotiations, but they can now begin from a lower 
base. 

Prices start at £16,585 with the SRi and SRi Nav versions 
(£19,885 to £24,090) the likely most popular, taking 40 per 
cent of sales. There’s good news on insurance too, with all 
the newcomers occupying a lower and cheaper slot. 

Range highlights, says Vauxhall, include the 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder Turbo Start/Stop ecoFLEX model priced from 
£17,285. 

With a five-speed automatic transmission, the same mod¬ 
el achieves 97g/km C02 emissions. That means no road 
tax - and a smug expression on the driver’s face, no doubt. 

The range-topping 200 horsepower petrol 1.6-litre is avail¬ 
able in SRi trim priced from £21,725. Diesels includes the 
1.6-litre Whisper Diesel with 105 horsepower (prices start 
at £18,785) that achieves 83.1mpg and C02 emissions of 
89g/km. 

On some versions of the new Sports Tourer there is the 
option of adding OnStar which includes a live link to some¬ 
one sitting in Luton who will assist with everything, from help 
after an accident to asking if you’re OK should the car tell 
them an airbag has gone off, something it does automati¬ 
cally. 

If the car seems to stack up nicely on paper (where, 
you suspect many decisions over choice will be made for 
this workhorse), there remains the question of how the car 
drives. 

Well, it looks the business inside. Pretty businesslike too, 
with lots of black surfaces and a clean look to the dash¬ 
board, where the current trend (craze?) to eliminate buttons 
in favour of a big touchscreen has been restrained enough 
to keep things conveniently manageable. 

No complaints either about the twin-turbo diesel, which 
was quiet at work and pulled strongly, helped along by a 
pleasantly precise gearchange. 

A dash readout of 59mpg at journey’s end will please 
both driver and fleet manager too.

A4 Avant is 
bigger, lighter 
and quieter

Don’t be deceived by appearances - there IS 
a new Audi on the road, even if it takes an ex¬ 
perienced eye to tell the 2016 A4 Avant from 
its predecessor, 

In fact, this latest estate version of the popular 
compact executive car is all new - new platform, new 
powertrains, and new technology. 

It’s bigger, a lot lighter and quieter - three areas in which 
it goes to the top of its class - as well as being up to 21 per 
cent more fuel efficient. 

So why, when you have what is essentially an all-new car, 
hasn’t Audi done more with the external styling? Well sev¬ 
eral reasons spring to mind, not least the incredibly strong 
brand image the company has with buyers - one look and 
you (and everyone else) knows what it is and what it means. 

There have been some tweaks, not least of which is im¬ 
proved aerodynamics: yes it looks particularly sporty by 
estate standards but the real reason behind that shape is 
to reduce drag and therefore fuel consumption. That’s par¬ 
ticularly true of the test car, a 2.0 litre turbo diesel Ultra Sport 
with 148bh), the most economical of the new Avant family. 
It sits lower on its standard sports suspension as a further 
means of reducing drag, plus it’s fitted with low rolling resist¬ 
ance tyres. It’s also one of the more affordable Avant models 
at £30,815, in a range which runs from £27,300 to £40,350. 

One of Audi’s headline selling points for the new A4 Avant 
is it’s class-leading position in the space race, against the 
opposition. It has 505 litres of cargo space with five people 
on board, rising to a whopping 1,510 litres if the rear seats 
are folded down. Since estates are all about practicality, an 
electrically operated tailgate and retractable load cover are 
standard. There is also significantly more head and shoul¬ 
der room for those in the front, while three adults shouldn’t 
be much of a squeeze in the back. 

As well as a new platform, the Avant has a range of re¬ 
worked engines and transmissions, including a six-speed 
manual and two auto options, designed to increase effi¬ 
ciency. The 148bhp test car’s official figure (according to 
lab tests) is 70.6mpg which equates to a low C02 rating of 
104g/km and a benefit in kind liability of 18 per cent - both 
impressive figures for the business user aiming to keep their 
tax liability down. My ‘real world’ test produced a still very 
acceptable figure of 55mpg. 

As the lowest powered version of the new Avant, the test 
car’s acceleration of 0 to 62mph in 9.2 seconds is still far 
from sluggish. It pulls strongly from low revs, but, with a car 
designed for economy, the cruising ratios are relatively high 
and you need to change down for quick A-road overtaking. 

The second dividend is that, combined with the sports 
suspension standard on Ultra models, the Avant’s handling 
is sharper, with a quicker ‘turn in’ with dynamics which 
wouldn’t disgrace a sports saloon. 

Warning 

Another fuel-saving and comfort aid is the optional ‘pre¬ 
dictive efficiency’ computer system, which uses satnav data 
to warn you in advance of, for example, bends and traffic 
signs which might not yet be visible. You can then slow 
gently, avoiding hard last minute braking and acceleration 
which have a cost in fuel (and ride cofort for passengers). 

The test car was fitted with Audi’s proven ‘Drive Select’ 
system which allows you to configure the throttle response 
and weighting of the steering to half a dozen settings, in¬ 
cluding dynamic, comfort and efficiency. I found that, for the 
majority of the time, the ‘auto’ setting was just right although 
improved damping in the ‘comfort’ setting did actually im¬ 
prove ride quality on some of our bumpier b-roads. 

The test car was fitted with the optional (for £1,510) leather 
and alcantara upholstery, which is hard-wearing and further 
improved the ambience of the already light and airy interior. 

The dash and centre console exude quality, and are clear 
and uncluttered despite the plethora of modern systems 
packed into this particular A4. 

Many secondary functions (media, radio, Drive Select 
and so on) are control by a couple of chunky switches and 
a rotary ‘mouse) which falls easy to hand in conjunction with 
the large central display screen. There are also repeat con¬ 
trols on the steering wheel. 

The adaptive cruise control on the steering column can 
be operated with one finger and is far more practical in to¬ 
day’s traffic conditions than an older ‘cruise only’ system. 
It keeps you a safe distance from vehicles in front, braking 
and accelerating to your set speed as necessary and when 
conditions allow. I found it a useful, and relaxing, driver aid 
particularly on motorways. 

The central screen is also Audi’s latest multi-media inter¬ 
face, first seen on the upmarket A6 and A8 models, running 
the audio and connectivity systems. The driver and front 
passenger and individual air conditioning controls, and 
even those in the rear can set their own climate. 

There is a full range of safety systems, which combined 
with the new A4’s basic construction and materials earned it 
a maximum EuroNCAP safety rating. 

With its class-leading load space, the new A4 Avant pass¬ 
es the practicality test for a modern estate car without sacri¬ 
ficing any of its elegant, even sporting style. It’s also lighter, 
more aerodynamic and more efficient than ever, as well as 
offering some of the most advanced technology available to 
today’s motorist.

The third Toyota Safety Sense element for Verso is lane 
departure alert. This monitors lane markings on the road 
and helps prevent accidents and head-on collisions caused 
by a vehicle drifting out of its lane. 

If the vehicle starts to deviate from its lane without the 
turn indicators being used, the system alerts the driver with 
visual and audible warnings. 

These features are in addition to Verso’s proven active 
and passive safety provisions, from its strong body con¬ 
struction, designed to absorb and channel impact forces 
away from the cabin, to the seven airbags, ABS, emergency 
brakeforce distribution, brake assist, traction control and ve¬ 
hicle stability control that all come as standard.

STOURBRIDGE shooter Richard Davies 
is fully focused on regaining world No.1 
status and securing a place in the Great 
Britain team for the Rio Paralympic 
games. 

The 44-year-old is having a fine year so far 
and became the British disabled shooting 
champion, after scoring a record 632.6 at the 
British Airgun Championships in Surrey.. 

At the end of January, he won bronze at the IPC 
Shooting World Cup in A1 Ain, United Arab Emirates, 
where more than 300 disabled shooters from 30 dif¬ 
ferent countries took part. 

Impress 

Davies, who made his Paralympic debut at London 
2012, is now looking impress Team GB selectors and 
once again make it to the top of the world rankings. 

“I have just regained my British title and I’m off 
to Poland for a World Championship competition in 
April, and hopefully I can move up the rankings after 
that,” he said. 

“Then I have got another tournament in Hanover, 
Germany, which is the final one before the team se¬ 
lection for Rio.” 

Davies was a wheelchair rugby player for 14 years 
but gave up the sport after failing to make the squad 
for the Beijing Paralympics in 2008. 

He then dedicated himself to training to become a 
shooter, and made his international bow at the IPC 
Shooting World Cup in Antalya, Turkey one year 
later. In 2011, he reached No.l in the world rank-

ings and then fulfilled his dream of competing in the 
Paralympics in 2012. 

He placed 16th in the R4 10-metre air rifle standing 
mixed SH2 event and admitted the pressure of being 
in front of a huge home crowd got to him. 

“London was unbelievable, our normal spectator 
crowds are of around 200 people but in London there 
was about 2,500 people and I really felt the home 
pressure,” he said. 

“I really felt it that day, it affected my psyche. The 
home pressure got to me, and I didn’t perform as well 
as I should have. 

“I have never felt anything like it, but I have been 
around the world for a few years since and I feel like 
I’m ready for Rio. The nerves have been put to one 
side.” 

At the IPC Shooting World Cup back in January, 
Richard had to maintain total concentration in tem¬ 
peratures of more than 30 degrees and said shooting 
almost requires going into a ‘meditative state’. Hav¬ 


ing good stability and keeping your heart rate calm is 
paramount in shooting,” he said. “I train for 52 hours 
every week, working a lot on my concentration and 
almost go into a meditative state.” 

The SH2 classification is for competitors who are 
not able to support the weight of the firearm with 
their arms and therefore require a spring mounted 
stand to shoot. 

The target consists of 10 concentric scoring rings, 
with the central ring worth 10 points and the outside 
ring worth one. 

Decimal 

In the 10m air rifle event, the whole target is 4.5 
centimetres in diameter and the central ring is just 
half a millimetre across. 

Each competitor takes 60 shots at the target in a 
set time period, and then the eight top scoring ath¬ 
letes go through to a 10-shot final. 

The shots in the final are scored to one decimal 
place, with a top score of 10.9, and are added on to 
the qualification score to determine the winner. 

Davies is currently fourth in the IPC official world 
rankings for the R4 10-metre air rifle standing mixed 
SH2 event. 

With the competition for places fierce, Davies has 
Rio in his sights and does not have a definite plan in 
place for the next few years to come. 

“I just need to concentrate everything on Rio at the 
moment, and then take it from there,” he added. 

“I could look at coaching in the future, or look at 
going to Tokyo but I am 100 per cent committed to 
Rio at this point.”
